Truman Defends 
Sending M arshall 
To China in '45-46 


NEW YORK 4F—Former Presi­ 
dent Marry S. Truman said today 
that Gen. George C. Marshall’s 
mission to achieve unity and peace 
in China failed because the govern­ 
ment cf Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek “did not command the re­ 
spect and support of the Chinese 
people.” 
Mr. Truman defended his action 
in dispatching Marshall to China 
in 1945-46 in an installment of his 
memoirs published today by Life 
magazine. 
The former president said there 
was no doubt in his mind that if 
Chiang had taken Marshall’s ad­ 
vice and had been “only a little 
more conciliatory” an understand­ 
ing could have been reached that 
would have saved the China main­ 
land from Communist control. 
“ I am not one to believe in the 
value of hindsight,” Mr. Truman 
said. “ Whether or not I was right 
in sending General Marshall to 
China does not depend on what 
some think they know today. It 
depends only on what we were 
able to know in 1945.” 
At that time, he said, through 
the efforts of Gen. Patrick J. Hur­ 
ley, Hie Nationalist and Commu­ 
nist Chinese had signed an agree­ 
ment to work 
toward 
national 
unity. From Hurley’s report and 
the opinion of other experts, Mr. 
Truman said, he was “led to be­ 
lieve’* China could be unified un­ 
der the agreement.

Peabody Chief 
Sees Upswing in 


Coal Industry 


CHICAGO HP! 
— 
A coal com­ 
pany president today predicted a 
50 per cent increase in American ! 
coal output by 1970. 
President L. Russell Kolce of 
Peabody Coal Co. said he believes 
the industry, “sick” a few years 
ago, now is on the upswing. 
“The coal industry turned 
th*e 
corner in the summer of, 1954 and 
is now firmly entrenched in a new 
era of rapid development and ex- j 
pansion,’’ Kelce said. 
He forecast national production 
of 600 million tons by 1960 
and 
800 million by 1970. These figures 
compare with 600 million tons a 
year in the “ war boom’’ and 
a 
iou of 400 million in 1954. 
Asked about the prospects of a j 
dividend 
on 
Peabody 
common 
stock this year, Kelce said he be­ 
lieved they were “ very good.” 
Kclce, 
who 
became 
Peabody 
president after the firm acquired 
the Sinclair group of coal com­ 
panies 
last year, 
gave his fore­ 
casts to the Investment Analysts j 
Society of Chicago. 
He noted predictions that the na­ 
tional economy as a whole will ex­ 
perience a “dynamic growth” of 2 
per cont a year, 
and said 
this 
should mean a similar expansion 
of 3 to 7 per cent for the coal in­ 
dustry. 
Kelce said he looks for increased 
use of coal by the electric utility. 
steel, aluminum and taconite in- 
di'stries, and continued high levels 
et exports, particularly to Western 
Europe. 
Ile said 1955 coal exports were 
the third highest in history and by 
1957 the record set in 1947 may 
be smashed. 
Kclce said the industry may con­ 
tinue to lose in sales for

fuel use, but at a lower rate than 
in recent years.

Remap Law is 
Declared Valid 
By High Court 


SPRINGFIELD 0P»—The Illinois 
Supreme Court today declared the 
1955 
legislature 
reapportionment 
law is valid. 
The court gave its opinion in an 
announcement from the bench and 
said a written opinion giving its 
reasons would follow. 
The case was brought to the Su­ 
preme Court from the Cook County 
Superior Court by Chicago voter 
Edward Donovan. He charged the 
1955 law failed to comply with a 
constitutional 
requirement 
that 
“ prime consideration” be given to 
-n > jn drawing up Senate dis­ 
tricts. 
n the court had ruled the law 
invalid, all candidates for the state 
Senate and probably for state rep­ 
resentative, would have had to run 
for election “ at large” over the 
entire state. 
The 1955 reapportionment law 
was the first remapping of the 
state’s legislative districts in near 
ly 55 years. 
It vms- made possible by pass 
age 
in 1954 
of a constitutional 
amendment to the reapportionment 
article 
The 1955 law divides the state 
into 59 House districts, 30 of them 
in Cook county, and 58 Senate dis­ 
tricts, with the majority of these 
downstate: 
The House districts are based 
primarily on population and popu­ 
lous Cook county thus was given 
control of one house of the stale 
Legislature. 
The Senate districts were drawn 
on the basis of area and downstate 
retained control of this body

To Toll Road Group 
SPRINGFIELD <U.P> — Illinois’ 
4 15 - million - dollar toll road bond 
issue remained up in the air today 
after a Supreme Court decision or­ 
dering Treasurer Warren E. Wright 
to deliver the bonds to the Toll 
Highway Commission. 
The attorney general’s office said 
the decision would have to be stud­ 
ied before it could decide whether 
the way was finally cleared for 
completing the bond issue. 
Wright’s office, however, claimed 
the decision was a “complete vic­ 
tory” for him in his fight to avoid 
taking responsibility for the bond 
issue by delivering the bonds to 
the underwriters. 
The Supreme Court Wednesday 
ordered Wright to deliver the bonds 


to the Toll Highway Commission 
“if the same are in his actual pos­ 
session." 
But the court did not order 
Wright to deliver the bonds to the 
syndicate of 564 underwriters as 
petitioned by Atty. Gen. Latham 
Castle on behalf of the Toll High­ 
way Commission. 
Wright said he did not have any 
bonds in his possession, hence was 
not ordered by the court to do 
anything. 
The contract deadline for deliv­ 
ery of the bonds to the underwrit­ 
ers is .Jan. 2:?. The Toll Highway 
(Commission had said failure to 
meet this deadline would mean 
additional 
thousands 
of dollars 
would have to be spent in drawing 
up a new bond contract and new 
engineering and traffic studies. 
The underwriters had refused to 
take the bonds while the lower 
court suits threatened the bond 
issue.

S P R IN G F IE L D l f —Illinois coal 
production in December, 1955, top­ 
ped five million tons for the first 
time in three years and mine ac­ 
cidents hit an all-time low for the 
year, tho State Mines and Min­ 
erals Department reported today. 
The December production of 5.- 
075,743 tons brought total 1955 out­ 
put to 45,272.002 tons. 
However. 
Ben H. Schull, mines and minerals 
director, said this was a provision­ 
al figure and final tonnage is ex­ 
pected to be about 500,000 tons 
higher. 
The 1954 production totaled 40,- j 
928.171 tons. 
The December production was 
577 353 tons over December, 1954, 
and January, 1952, was the last 
month when production had hit 5,- 
000.000 ton-: 
December production was report­ 
ed by 152 mines in 35 counties. The 
mines 
employed 
12.874 
miners, 
compared with 11,465 men working 
in November. 
Williamson county was the top 
producer in December with 711,331 
i tons. followed by Fulton and Chris­ 
tian counties. 
Mine accidents killed 18 persons 
in 1955 and caused 1,007 injuries, 
lowest totals since record-keeping 
started in 1882. 
One of the deaths and 115 in­ 
juries were reported in December.
